First Of Sex To 
Win King’s Prize 


Almost Eliminated in Qualifying Rounds, 
Former War Worker Comes Through 
to Score Unprecedented Triumph

BISLEY CAMP, Eng., July 19.—Miss Marjorie Foster 
won the King’s prize at Bisley today, the first woman in 
history to aceomplish the feat. , 

Miss Foster led 100 crack shots from all parts of the 
Empire with a total score of 280 out of a possible 300. 

Miss Foster, who drove an army motorcar during the 
war and has since owned a chicken farm not far from Bisley 
Camp, today won the King's Prize in a thrilling finish, 

The winner needed all her skill right to the last shot, 
Lieut. J. E. Eccles, of the Seaforth Highlanders, finished 
with a total of 279 for second place, when Miss Foster had 
two shots to go. If she scored two inners, four points each, 
there would have been a tie. She scored one inner while the 
bulk of the great crowd stood behind in tense silence. She 
fired her last shot and scored a clean bull’s eye. 

That shot, fired at 1,000 yarda with a service rifle, made 
Miss Foster the first woman in history to win the classic 
King’s Prize of $1,250, and the National Rifle Association’s 
highly coveted gold medal and gold badge.

THE FAIR 


Financial conditions are not favor- 
able this year to the making of new at- 
tendance records at exhibitions, and 
these events everywhere are drawing 
smaller crowds than they have drawn in 
recent seasons.

There was no 
falling away such as would indicate 
that the fair has lost the interest and 
support of the people of the city and 
country. On the contrary there is every 
reason to suppose that with good wea- 
ther and normal times the crowds would 
have been quite as large as in any pre- 
ceding year. 

As an exhibition. primarily an ex- 
hibit of agricultural products, the fair 
well sustained the standard it has set up 
in former years. The attractions are 
generally admitted to have been bet- 
ter than on some previous occasions. Al- 
together the event offered the patron 
good value for his money, save in so far 
as the weather intervened to interrupt 
the proceedings. The impression left 
with the attending public will be that 
he fair is living up to its reputation and 
‘vowing steadily “bigger and better.” 


CANADIANS AT BISLEY 


Somebody ought to tell Miss Agnes 
McPhail, ex-M.P., that there is a Cana- 
dian rifle team over in England just 
now, attending the matches at Bisley, 
and that the members have been show- 
ing a quite remarkable proficiency in 
hitting what they aim at. Agnes and 
her pacifist friends cannot have heard 
the news, or there would surely be 
whoops of protest coming from, their 
quarters before this. 

If this Dominion of ours is really 
running wild under the militaristic im- 
pulse because we allow cadet corps to be 
formed and trained in some of our 
schools, who can tell what dangerous 
tendencies may be induced if Canadians 
are allowed to learn to shoot with rifles? 
And if our modest Canadian navy is 
really a cause of alarm to the powers, 
how can the peace of the world be safe 
while we are training riflemen? 

Canadians who are not obsessed by 
the delusion that every country is of 
peaceful intent but their own, will of 
course welcome the news thet the Cana- 
dian marksmen at Bisley have been giv- 
ing a good account of themselves, and 
will hope that the example they are set- 
ting and the distinctions they have won 
may inspire thousands of young Cana- 
dians to follow their lead and~ make 
rnemienves also expert in the use of the 
rifle. 


WHY ARE OLD AGE PENSIONS? 


Speaking in parliament in 1926, Mr. 
Bennett set out the situation in this 
way, as reported in Hansard, page 2046: 
“It is quite clear, although it has never 
been exactly determined, that the pro- 
vinces have perhaps sole jurisdiction 
with respect to the granting of old age 
pensions, and, secondly, that this par- 
liament has power by the grant of 
money to supplement the action of the 
provinces in that regard.” 

This was substantially the view of 
the matter taken also by the King Gov- 
ernment. In accord with that view, the 
yovernment brought in legislation pro- 
viding that if any province should es- 
ablish an old age pension scheme the 
Dominion treasury would provide half 
he pension money. 

Now Mr. Bennett says this is all 
wrong; the Dominion should not “sup- 
plement the action of the provinces” by 
a “grant of money,” but should pay the 
whole shot, quite regardless of his re- 
corded opinion that the “sole jurisdic- 
tion with respect to the  Hiegiaod of old 

ions” rests with provinces, 
“eo Why the change of mind? Well, 
there probably hasn't been any change 
of mind. But there has been a change 
of circumstances. Mr. Bennett now 
finds himself in the thick of a general 
political ment, with ammunition 


scarce, and the Government holding the 
strategic position.

TRADE VERSUS WORDS 


From the Canadian Forum for July: In 1911, 
when the Liberals went to the country on a plat- 
form of trade expansion with the United States, 
even Laurier could not prevent the Conservatives 
from smothering the economic issue in a flood of 
patriotic oratory and Imperialistic sentiment.

; GREEN CORN 
Those who are constantly troubled with constipation will find that 
green corn is a great help in overcoming this common disorder of civiliza- 


tion. 


When much corn is eaten the bowels move quite freely because of 


the large quantity of bulk which remains after digestion, but, nevertheless, 


irritating.

Green corn contains a large amount of soft, pli- 
able cellulose which is digested only partly in the 
intestines and is even more valuable because of this 
fact, as it supplies bulk which is stimulating but not

and in using it we follow the Indians who first taught 
the white settlers how to eat the corn before it was 
ripe. The most common Indian method of pre- 
paring green corn was to roast it in the ear with the 
husk on, and they even employed this tender roast- 


ed corn as food for their infants, 


Green corn contains a larger proportion of mineral salts than either 
cornmeal or dried field corn, being specially rich is phosphorus and po- 
tassium. When still milky it contains about six per cent sugar, five per 


cent protein, and 14 per cent starch. + 


It is quite safe to use green corn 
at least once a day during the sum- 
mer, always combining the corn with 
some of the non-starchy vegetables, 
such as asparagus, spinach, string 
beans, celery or young carrots. Be- 
cause of the starch contained in the 
corn it is better to avoid acid fruits 
at the same meal. The average 
person may use as many as three or 
four ears of corn at a meal. 

It is not necessary or advisable 
to cook corn for a long time. Over- 
cooking spoils the delicate tender- 
ness of the young kernels. Drop the 
husked corn into boiling water and 
cook for not longer than five min- 
utes. 

In boiling the ears it is better to 
select the ones with husks still on 
them and do not remove until ready 
te cook to cook. Choose the green 


| 


crisp husks, but see that the kernels 


are plump and well filled, yet tender 
and milky. The chucks should be 
left on till the last minute and the 
corn removed from the water as 
soon as done. If you prefer the 
corn roasted, pull back the husk 
and remove the silks, then replace 
the husks and twist the ends. Place 
in the oven until the outer husks 
are browned 

Another wey of cooking green 
corn is to cut the kernels from 
the cob and bake in a covered dish 
A small amount of milk may be 
added to make a delicious corn cus- 
tard. Try mixing finely ehopped 
turnips with the corn and bake in 
the same manner. Eeason any of 
these corn dishes with butter and 
salt after removing from the fire.

CHURCH PARADE 


Many Hundred Former 
Soldiers Will Meet 
Here Sunday 


When the “Fall In” sounds at the 
Market Square at 10 a.m, on Sunday, 
several hundred members of the 49th 
battalion, the Edmonton regiment, 
are expected to answer at the 
“double” and take their places for the 
annual church parade and divine 
service, 

This annual event has become out- 
standing in the calendar of happen- 
ings in this city as it serves to give 
survivors of those epic years in France 
and Flanders an opportunity to fore- 
gather and pay solemn and silent, but 
eloquent tribute to their gallant com- 
rades in arms who laid down their 
lives in, battle. And it gives residents 
as a whole a similar opportunity. The 
49th was raised in this city and dur- 
ing the course of the war no fewer 
than 6000 men from Edmonton and 
northern Alberta passed through the 
ranks of the regiment. 

From Ypres and Passchendaele in 
the north to the Roye road in the 
south and forward to Mons, the 49th 
fought the good fight and in many a 
cemetery over this vast area will be 
seen those little white crosses mark- 
ing the spot where an Edmonton man | 
lies following the making of the great- 
est sacrifice a man can make. And 
on that early morning of November 
1918, the 49th advanced astride 
the Mons-Conde canal and with the 
Princess Pats, the 42nd Royal High- 
landers from Montreal and the Royal 
Canadian regiment, secured Mons and 
passed miles beyond ere the armistice 
became effective. 

The battalion, after falling in in 
original platoons and companies, 
under original officers—so far as they 
survive—will move off under com- 
mand of Major General W. A, Gries- 
bach, C.B., C.M.G,, D.8.0., V.D., K.C, 
and will parade to the green sward 
below the legislative buildings, where 
divine service will be held under the 
direction of Rev. G. G. Reynolds, 
rector of Holy Trinity church, who 
during the war served as a company 
commander with the “Princess Pats,” 
and who is now battalion chaplain.

| With Signal Success 


Recently 

From darkest Africa. relayed by 
native rumner, has come to Detroit 
the story of a Hudson car that pushed 
its way through darkest Africa. via 
| Marseput and Mayale, into Abyssinia, 
jand on through the tropical trails to 
Lake Rudolph. where the wild and 
inhospitable tribes of that remote dis- 
| trict saw an automobile for the first 
j}time—and were impressed to the 
Point of arousing superstitious fear 

The Hudson was on safari, and 
pioneered new trails through Kenya, 
Italian Somaliland and Turkanaland. 
In the latter district no wheeled 
traffic had ever before been seen the 
road taken consisting of elephant 
tracks beetling mountain passes and 
Pathless desert. 
| Terrible Conditions Overcome 
| 


Terrible conditions were faced in 
the Kenya couhtry, where L. Levison 
a South African bus’ness pioneer, the 
| driver, encountered wet and treach- 

}erous paths where a deviation of two 
| feet would have hurled the car two 
| thousand feet tc destruction on the 
| rocks below. 

In the Great Rift the party encoun- 
tered tropical and oppressive heat one 
hour when two thousand feet above 
sea level and the next hour they were 
chilled thrqugh when ten thousand 
feet above sea level—right on the 
equator. The Hudson, says Levison, 
was not affected by the sharp change 
in temperature 

Low Gear, Brakes On 

At one point the Hudson was called 
upon to climb three miles over sheer 
faces of rock strewn marble; at an- 
other, sheer drops for miles down 
gradients of one in three. As Levison 
reports: “A road, so called, in reality 
a@ mere elephant track, unprotected, 
the loose sandstone formation pulver- 
ized by the digging feet of numberiess 


donkeys, frightful hairpin bends burst | 


on us every hundred yards; we looked 
down the road sheer into space— 
and around the corner, always, the 
unknown. No wheeled vehicle had ever 
been here before. The white man is 
barely known. Elephant, rhino, lion 
buffalo, herds of less ambitious game, 
and crue] warrior tribes are the pas- 
sengers on this hazardous highway. It 
is low gear work all the way, with 
the Hudson ignition. retarded and 
braeks on; lucky to average four miles 
an hour.” 

When Levision and his party struck 
the desolate plains of Turkana, the 
heat was stifiing. and they drove 
through vast herds of zebra, wilde- 
beaste, giraffe, oryx and smaller game 
A herd of 200 elephants was a com- 
mon sight 

Danger All The Way 

There was danger all the way for 
as the Hudson driver wrote: “These 
desert plains support large nomadic 
tribes in a state of pure savagery, to 
whom death is an incident. Among 
them still flourishes the custom that 
@ man may not marry until he has 
established h’s manhood and blooded 
his spear. Each life is a new scalp 
to be notched off on the breast of 
the warrior. If he kills a man he in- 
flects a deep gash on his right breast, 
if a woman or a child, on his left. 
These are the medals of his prowess, 
the insignia of h’s rank.” 

The Hudson performed excellently 


under the gruelling conditi ons. co 
performed like = thoroughbred,” says 
Levision in his letter to the oom 
pany.

In regard to the British preference 
Mr. Mackie said there are ce in 
goods which Canada probably ca 
obtain from Britain, and the imp 
tion of these goods will give oppor- 
tunity for tariff agreem and mu- 
tual trading with other countries 

As for the matter of unemployment, 
he denounced the suggestion that the 
Liberal government was in any way 
responsible for unemployment. For 
the provision of relief, Mr. Mackie 
said thay he still held with Mr. Mei- 
ghen, who stated in 1921 that the; 
Dominion government is responsible 
for the emergency relief of unem- 
ployment, but otherwise it is a matter 
for the provinces.

The Mystery Cleared Up 


HE calling of Radford by the name Ishuma- 

tak is not unusual. The literal translation 

of the name is “the man who does the thinking” 

or the leader of the narty. The word Kiuk as} 

applied to Street means “wood” and was a tri- | 
bute to his strength and hardihood. 

The mystery that had shrouded the disap- 
pearance of the Radford and Street expedi- 
ticn has now been cleared and the duty of | 
the patrol concluded. The principals in the 
murder were al! reported to be far to the north- | 
ward and their abode uncertain, This was not | 
surprising, for a year previously a Mounted | 
Police patrol! had come overland from Great} 
Bear lake to Coronation gulf and had arrested | 
and taken away two primitive Eskimo who had | 
murdered two priests in 1913, “Moccasin tele- | 
gram” of this happening soon reached Bathurst 
inlet and there is little doubt that the Eskimo! 
who had killed Radford and Street had fled 
northward in terror. 

Inspector French had received sufficient in- | 
formation of the circumstances of the Radford | 
and Street murder, his instructions were clear | 
and no good purpose would have been served by | 
jeopardizing his patrol in an indefinite search | 
for these men. The scene of the murder was | 
visited, but nothing was found there, and it was 
concluded that the bodies had been carried out} 
to sea. 

Plans for the patrol’s return journey to} 
Baker lake had now to be considered. The party 
was completely out of supplies and subsisting 
entirely off the country. Their fuel oil was) 
finished and they were obliged to subsist on 
half-raw meat tediously prepared over an 
Eskimo stone blubber lamp. They fell in with 
some Eskimo who told them of a trading post to 
the westward and it was decided to attempt to 
reach this post while travelling was still pos- 
sible on the sea ice. 

The patrol travelled up Bathurst inlet and 
followed the coast westward, After a hazardous

Bernard Harbor in the Dolphin and Union| 
straits on June 15th, The patrol had then been | 
eighty-three days on the trail and had covered 
over 2,000 miles on foot. 

A limited amount of supplies and some fresh | 
clothing were secured at Bernard Harbor and 
with properly cooked food the pattol soon re- 
cuperated from their leng journey. It was hoped 
they would secure a passage to Herschel island 
by the Hudson’s Bay Company's expected 
supply ship. 

The brief arctic summer passed and the ship 
failed to arrive. On September the first the 
patrol made its only boat voyage of 160 miles 
eastward to the mouth of the Coppermine river, 
where they went into camp to fish and to await 
the freeze-up. 

On October the 28th the patrol, with four 
sleds and thirty dogs, began their return 
journey to Bathurst inlet and Hudson bay. Pro- 
gress was slow and dangerous over the newly 
formed sea ice; once they were forced to travel 
overland when a storm drove the ice out to sea, 
and they reached Bathurst inlet on November 
12th.

The snow was soft and deep as they plodded 
down Bathurst inlet and it was not until 
November 22nd that they reached the land at 
Gordon bay, almost out of food and only one- 
third of their journey accomplished. 

At Gordon bay they learned from Eskimo 


flowing south it would take them near the 
Backs river which they crossed on the outward 
journey. It was apparently the shortest route 
south and as time meant everything the journey 
acroes the barren lands was commenced at this 
point. 

For a week they painfully followed the 
course of this river, sometimes overland, some- 
times on its frozen surface. They killed six 
caribou just when they were needed and passed 


Their only companions were the great barren 


ed on the flanks of the patrol and stole one of 
the sled dogs at night. 


Battling Storm and Starvation 


ECEMBER remained calm and clear 
throughout. Hunters were ever ahead of 
the sleds trying to stalk the caribou, but a 
deathlike stillness enveloped the barrens, it was 
impossible to approach noiselessly and the cari- 
bou were always just out of range. December 
12th found the patrol on Backs river and en- 
tirely out of dog feed. 


Caulkin managed to kill one caribou on the 
16th and the dogs were fed, but they were 
weakening rapidly. A sled was abandoned and 
the dogs split up with the remaining three 
sleds. 

On the L7th the patro} for the first time had 
to resort to killing off five of the weakest dogs 
in order to feed the rest. 

On the 19th Caulkin shot another caribou, 
but the state of the patrol was getting desper- 
The tantalizing uncertainty of killing 
garibou was ever with them, for the elusive 
animals were disappearing, their clothing was 
in bad shape and no fuel oil could be spared to 
dry out frozen foot gear. It was dried as best 
it could be next to the men’s bodies as they 
slept. 

On December 22nd the patrol struck a small 
river flowing south and the presence of a few 
stunted spruce trees made their whereabouts 
somewhere near the Thelon river. 

They were completely out of food and their 
dogs falling down in harness when they struck 
the fresh tracks of a band of musk oxen moving 
westward. The natives were at once sent on 
to follow them. The patrol built an igloo and 


exhausted dogs. 


Christmas Day found the whole party in 
camp and men and dogs revelling in quantities 
of fresh, juicy meat. 


The patrol remained at Musk Ox camp rest- 
ing and feeding up the dogs until December 
31st. On this day Caulkin explored south, 
found the Thelon river and a smal! cache of 
supplies that he and Inspector Beyts had placed 
there in 1915. The cache had been destroyed 
by animals, but 70 pounds of flour, 4 tins of 
Oxe and a few pounds of welcome tobacco ware 
salvaged. 


On January 3rd their three sleds, loaded 
down with musk ox meat, pushed eastward to- 
wards Baker lake 


On January 21st they at last found caribou 
near Baker lake and surrounded and killed ten. 
This put a change of heart into all, for the 
Eskimo were losing courage and were insisting 
Kee the patrol was headed in the wrong direc- 
ion. 


On January 26th they at last saw familiar 
country in the southwest end of Baker Jake and 
reached the Hudson's Bay Company's post the 
same afternoon, They rested there for two 
days and arrived at the police post on January 
29th after an absence of ten months.
